Absence of Forms of 
Direct Aggression. 


NEW YORK. — A -share the , 
wealth" custom is practi?cd by the 
Zuni Indians of New Mexico, a ' 
peace-loving tribe numbering about j 
2.000. according to Dr. Ruth R. Bun- 
ze! cf the department of anthropol­ 
ogy of Columbia university, in a re­ 
port of a recent stuc’y of the Indians. 
Zuni culture, Dr. Bunzel says, is fea­ 
tured by the complete absence of 
forms of direct aggression such as 
war. murder, and rape 
The Zuni pueblo near Santa Fe 
has no police or jail, and no organ­ 
ized means of exerting force. 
An 
agrarian culture without an unem­ 
ployment problem, their civilization 
contains no evidence of a class 
struggle. 
An Jnd;an accumulating 
more wealth than his neighbor dis­ 
tributes his surplus through feasts 
and ceremonies. 
"Drinking, brailing, and indeed 
nearly every form of open conflict 
are seldom found in the tribe,” de­ 
cares Dr. Buniel. who at intervals 
during the past 14 years has lived 
with the Zuni. 
"There has never 
been a murder committed within 
the memory of any of the Indians 
questioned. 
They Share the Sorples. 
"There is little chance for one 
member of the tribe to accumulate 
wealth at the expense of others be­ 
cause of well-developed institutions 
for sharing any surplus. Neither do 
the Indians hesitate to distribute 
any excess goods or food. 
They 
are more than anxious to receive 
the intangible advantages of pres­ 
tige, security and religious bless­ 
ing which accompany the act. Con­ 
sequently the Zuni live in a culture 
offering a basis of security that is 
lacking in more competitive civi­ 
lizations." 
Seeking the basis for the non- 
aggressiveness of the Zuni. Dr. Bun­ 
zel studied the methods of child 
training followed by tile tribe. Chil­ 
dren, she found, are taught to obey 
rules for the sake of society rather 
than in recognition of parental au­ 
thority. 
Family life exists on a 
large scale, and close bends of af­ 
fection between children and par­ 
ents are present. 
"The Zuni are extremely indul­ 
gent toward their very young. The 
children, on the other hand, seldom 
misbehave to any noticeable extent 
Contrary to the usual conception of 
the Indian as an sloof. unbending 
personality, the Zuni give their chil­ 
dren all the affection they need. The 
child is seldom thwarted and conse­ 
quently grows up in an atmosphere 
as nearly free of frustration as pos­ 
sible. 
"Children are never whipped or 
scolded among the Zuni. They are 
completely free from any form of 
harsh discipline. 
"Among white families a great 
deal of importance is attached to 
teaching children to obey. The Zuni. 
on th? other hand, do not find it 
necessary to stress obedience. They 
show the Child that there are some 
things which must be done for the 
good of everyone concerned, and by 
the same token they teach children 
that there are certain things they 
cannot do without making trouble. 
Na Threats far Kids. 
•The Indian children have com­ 
plete security in their relationship 
with parents and with the tribe. No 
one would ever think of threatening 
a child with the withdrawal of pa­ 
rental affection by saying 'mother 
won t love you if you are naughty.’ 
Instead the child is told that ‘people 
will think you are foolish if you act 
in such-and-such a manner.’ 
Nor 
does the child ever have to fear be­ 
ing disowned or turned out. 
"Although on occasion the child 
is threatened with sanctions, the 
source of the punishment is always 
shown to come from outside the fam­ 
ily* 
"Another factor in the Indian cul­ 
ture that differs with the conditions 
usually present among the whites is 
the prevalence of large families. A 
single Indian couple seldom has 
many cl ildren. However, since the 
families of brothers and sisters, 
aunts and uncles, and indeed very 
often several generations of adults, 
live under the same roof, family life 
exists on a large scale. Children 
under this arrangement are con­ 
stantly associated w’ith a compara­ 
tively large number of adults. Thus 
the fundamentals of community life 
are learned early in the child's ex­ 
istence, he becomes attached to 
adults other than his parents, and 
rivaliy between children is cush­ 
ioned.”

NEW YORK. — A ‘ share the 
wealth” custom is practiced by the 
Zuni Ind.ans of New Mexico, a 
peace-loving tribe numbering about 
2.000. according to Dr. Ruth R. Bun- J 
z*t cf the department of anthropol­ 
ogy of Columbia university, in a re­ 
port of a recent stuc’y of the Indians. I 
Zuni culture, Dr. Bunzel says, is fea­ 
tured by the complete absence of 
forms cf d.rect aggression such as 
war, murder, and rape 
The Zuni pueblo near Santa Fe 
has no police or jail. and no organ­ 
ized means of exerting force. 
An 
agrarian culture without an unem­ 
ployment problem, their civilization 
contains no evidence of a cia*# 
struggle. 
An Ir.d an accumulating 
more wealth than his neighbor dis­ 
tributes his surplus through feasts 
and ceremonies. 
“ Drinking, brawling, and indeed 
nearly every form of open conflict 
ere seldom found in the tribe,” de­ 
clares Dr. Burnet, who et intervals 
during the past 14 years haj lived 
with the Zuni. 
“There has never 
been a murder committed within 
the memory of any of the Indians 
questioned. 
They Share the Sarplas. 
“There is little chance for one 
member of the tribe to accumulate 
wealth at the expense of others be­ 
cause of well-developed institutions 
for sharing any surplus. Neither do 
the Indians hesitate to distribute 
any excess goods or food. 
They 
are more than anxious to receive 
the intangible advantages of pres­ 
tige, security and religious bless­ 
ing which accompany the act. Con­ 
sequently the Zuni live in a culture 
offering a basis of security that is 
lacking in mere competitive civi­ 
lizations." 
Seeking the basts for the non- 
aggressiveness of the Zuni, Dr. Bun- 
zel studied the methods of child 
training followed by tne tribe. Chil­ 
dren. she found, are taught to obey 
rules for the sake of society rather 
than in recognition of parental au­ 
thority. 
Family life exists on a 
large scale, and close bends of af­ 
fection between children and par­ 
ents are present. 
“The Zuni are extremely indul­ 
gent toward their very young. The 
children, on the other hand, seldom 
misbehave to any noticeable extent. 
Contrary to the usual conception of 
the indian as an Aloof, unbending 
personality, the Zuni give their chil­ 
dren all the affection they need. The 
child is seldom thwarted and conse­ 
quently grows up in an atmosphere 
as nearly free of frustration as pos­ 
sible. 
“Children are never whipped or 
scolded among the Zuni. They are 
completely free from any form of 
harsh discipline. 
“Among white families a great 
deal of im portance is attached to 
teaching children to obey. The Zuni, 
on th? other hand, do not find it 
necessary to stress obedience. They 
show the Child that there are some 
things which m ust be done for the 
good of everyone concerned, and by 
the same token they teach children 
that there are certa.n things they 
cannot do without making trouble. 
Ne Threats for Kids. 
‘T he Indian children have com­ 
plete security in their relstionship 
with parents and with the tribe. No 
one would ever think of threatening 
a child with the withdrawal of pa­ 
rental affection by saying 'mother 
won t love you if you are naughty ’ 
Instead the child is told that ‘people 
will think you are foolish if you act 
in such-and-such a manner.' 
Nor 
does the child ever have to fear be­ 
ing disowned or turned out. 
“Although on occasion the child 
is threatened with sanctions, the 
source of the punishment is always 
shown to come from outside the fam ­ 
ily. 
“Another factor in the Indian cul­ 
ture that differs with the conditions 
usually present among the whites is 
the prevalence of large families. A 
single Indian couple seldom has 
many cl ildren. However, since the 
families of brothers and sisters, 
aunts and uncles, and indeed very 
often several generations of adults, 
live under the same roof, family U e 
exists on a large scale. 
Children 
under this arrangem ent are con­ 
stantly associated with a compara­ 
tively large number of adults. Thus 
the fundamentals of community life 
are learned early in the child’s ex­ 
istence, he beccmea attached to 
adults other than his parents, and 
ru s h y between children is cush­ 
ioned.”

When Dr*. Banting and Best, Toronto, discovered 
insulin which prevents death in diabetes, it was not 
known that insulin would be so helpful in many 
other conditions But it should be remembered that 
the organ ^-pancreas—-which manufactures insulin, 
m anufactures a juice, the pancreatic juice, which 
does alt the different jobs done by the digestive 
juices ot the stomach, mouth, and liver.

City Pensions Held 
Not In Debt Limit 


RULING 
BY 
CORPORATION 
COUNSEL 
GIVEN AT HEARING ON BILLS TO RE­ 
ORGANIZE THE P0UCE-FIRE PEN­ 
SION SYSTEMS. 


Corporation Counsel William C. Chanler of 
New York city clarified an important and dis­ 
puted aspect of the city’s now pension bills yes­ 
terday when he advised Comptroller Joseph D. 
McGoldriek th at an estim ated 8300,000.000 in 
pension liabilities need not be included within the 
city’s debt limit. 


Mr. Chalder'* opinion was read recently at 
the third public hearing held by the Finance 
Committee of the City Council on the six bills 
re-organizing the pension systems of the Police 
and Fire Departments. 


Mr. Chattier’* Opinion 


In his opinion, Mr. Chanler said; 
“The question has been raised whether and to 
what extent the obligations of the city thereun­ 
der constitute an indebtedness within the mean­ 
ing of Article VHI, Section 4 of the State Con­ 
stitution. * * * After a careful examination of 
the problem. It Is my considered opinion that 
they do NOT. 


“Under these proposed laws, the old systems 
are closed and a new pension system is estab­ 
lished which meets all the requirem ents of the 
new constitutional provisions. The rates are fixed 
on an actuarial basis that the reserve in the new 
system will be sufficient to m eet all obligations 
as they accrue. There can be no invasion of the 
city’s debt limit under these provisions. 


. “That leaves for consideration only the pro­ 
visions for the payment of pensions to present 
members of the old system. As lo those, it will 
oc noted that no new system is established. 
The proposed Local Laws simply provide for the 
liquidation of the present system. There is noth­ 
ing new or original about this proposal. It is re­ 
modeled upon the procedure adopted some years 
in liquidating the old pension system of the 
Departments of Health, Education and Sanita­ 
tion. 


“The Local Laws specifically provide for an­ 
nual contributions by the members still in city 
service and annual appropriations in the city’s 
expense budget to meet the pensions involved in 
the systems in liquidation. The obligation of the 
city is similiar to that imposed upon it by the 
various socalled mandatory salary provisions con­ 
tained in a number of State statutes and In the 
Constitution. Under those provisions the city is 
obligated to make annual appropriations in Its 
expense budget to meet certain payments to va­ 
rious Judicial and county officers and other em­ 
ployees. Failure by the, city to make the neces­ 
sary appropriations gives rise to an action in 
mandamus. The same rules apply here. 
The amount of such appropriations is charge­ 
able against the two per cent constitutional limit 
of the tax rate as distinguished from the ten per 
cent constitution limit, upon the debt-incurring 
|K)\vcr. The charges reduce the amount of money 
available in any given year for the payment of 
salaries and other current expenses of the city, 
but they do not invade its constitutional debt limit. 
Recurring Items of this kind ha\e been imposed 
upon the city by various statutes and constitu­ 
tional provisions for the past 50 years, and it has 
never been remotely suggested that they con­ 
stitute charges against the debt limit. That the 
mandatory obligation is here imposed pursuant 
to Article 7 of the Constitution instead of pur­ 
suant to a State statute does not affect the na­ 
ture of the city’s obligation, it is imposed In eith­ 
er event by a law beyond the city’s control. 
“For these reasons, it is my opinion, and I 
do so advise you, that the obligations of the city 
under the proposed Local Laws, do not consti­ 
tute a charge against the city's debt limit.” 
It it the Opinion of the Daily Press 
That the above opinion of Corporation Coun­ 
sel William Chanler given to Comptroller Joseph 
D. McGoldriek and the City Council of New’ York 
City on January 21, 1940. destroyed the only re­ 
maining argument employed by the supporters 
of the Babcock-Seelye Pension Bills, who held 
that the accrued liability is part of the city debt 
and that /to money will be available for Hospi­ 
tals, Schools and other public improvements.
